“American consumers lost 
an estimated $514 million last 
year as a reult of mail fraud 
and misrepresentation-by¬ 
mail schemes.” according to 
Agawam Postmaster Robert 
R. DeForge. 

Accounting for most of the 
loss were schemes involving 
stocks and land investments, 
credit misrepresentation, 
and false claims against in¬ 
surance companies. 

“In a concerted effort to 
assist consumers, Post¬ 
master General Benjamin F. 
Bailar has designated 
February 21-26 as the second 
annual Postal Consumer 
Protection Week. This week 
is designed to alert the public 
to mail-order schemes and 
serves to emphasize the con¬ 
sumer protection activities of 
the Postal Service,” Post¬ 
master DeForge said. “The 
Postal Service has been help¬ 
ing consumers since enact¬ 
ment in 1872 of the Mail 
Fraud Statute.” 

Investment schemes rank¬ 
ed first in dollar value, with a 
loss to the public of $44,524,- 
240. Failure-to-furnish 


merchandise ranked first in 
the number of complaints 
received, with more than 19,- 
000 reported, involving a loss 
of $2,645,326 

Postmaster DeForge 
stressed that the overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of those com¬ 
panies making up the $60 
billion mail-order industry 
are honest and seek to satisfy 
their customers. But, as in 
other industries, there are a 
few disreputable ones that 
cause problems. 

The Postal Service active¬ 
ly investigates mail fraud 
and false representation by 
mail, and assists with mail¬ 
order and service problems, 
through the efforts of the 
Postal Inspection Service, 
the Consumer Protection Of¬ 
fice of the Postal Service 
Law Department, the Ser¬ 
vice's Judicial Office and its 
Consumer Advocate. 

The consumer protection 
activities of these 
departments include 
attempts to resolve un¬ 
satisfactory mail-order tran¬ 
sactions such as failure-to-^ 
furnish ordered merchandise 


or make promised refunds. 
Administrative proceedings 
may be initiated against 
mail-order firms that falsely 
advertise their products. In 
cases of mail fraud, the 
Postal Inspection Service 
presents investigative results 
to the appropriate U.S. At¬ 
torney for criminal 
proceedings. 

“In conjunction with Con¬ 
sumer Protection Week, we 
are re-emphasizing the Con¬ 
sumer Service Card 
program, to remind con¬ 
sumers of our continuing in¬ 
terest in their mail-service 
and related problems,' Post¬ 
master DeForge said. “Con¬ 
sumer Service Cards are 
available at the post office or 
from letter carriers, and 
provide the means for at¬ 
tacking problems individual¬ 
ly and geographically.” 

“If you have any problems, 
complete and mail a Con¬ 
sumer Service Card for mail 
service assistance. Talk with 
my office or a postal inspec¬ 
tor concerning possible false 
. advertising-by-mail or mail 
fraud. Let’s work together,” 
Postmaster DeForge added.

PAPER MACHE BEADS 

Do you have a teen that is always looking for something 
new to do for her room? Beads made out of paper mache 
can be made at little or no cost and can be used as cur¬ 
tains. room dividers, door decorations, or whatever your 
imagination will allow. 

MATERIALS NEEDED: 

Newspaper cut or torn into strips 
String or twine 

Soupy paste of flour and water 
Paint — either spray or poster paint 
Clear spray lacquer (optional) 

DIRECTIONS: 

1. Take a good length of string and tie either end to the 
tops of two chairs. I found tacking either end to the walls 
kitty-comer about chest level was easier. 

2. Dip the newspaper strips into the mache paste and 
wrap them at different intervals down the string. Because 
of the pliability of the paper mache the “beads” do not all 
have to be round. Use your imagination. 

3. When they are completely dry (about 2 days) either 
spray paint them (which will also color the string) or 
poster paint them in different colors. 

4. Spray with clear-laquier (optional).

The “Adams Estates 
Parents’ Council” presented 
their petition for street 
acceptance and street lights 
to Agawam Town Counselor 
Paul Fieldstad, Counselor 
Alfred Trehey and Safety- 
Officer Stan Chmielewski. 
The petition represented 
some 46 families on the two 
streets, Rosie Lane and 
Mallard Circle. The presenta¬ 
tion took place at an activity 
of the Agawam Youth Center. 
Youth Center Director, 
George Schaler explained the 
connection between the 
Center and the Parents Coun¬ 
cil. The “Adams Estates 
Parents’ Council” is an out¬ 
growth of an Out-Reach 
program, which began after a 
meeting with several parents’ 
from the area. Officer 
Chmielewski was instrumen¬ 
tal in this program being 
directed in this area. 

The stories told by the 
parents were of constant 
fighting, between 9-13-year- 
olds, some resulting in 
medical treatment, youths 
picking on younger children, 
vandalism, law suits, court 
cases and of youngsters being 
afraid to go out and play. One 
such youngster spent two en¬ 
tire summers inside his 
house, out of fear of being 
severely picked on, he has 
been picked on for five years. 

To explain the Out-Reach 
program, it began on Oct. 25, 
1976, when Staff from the 
Youth Center met children 
getting off school buses. The 
Staff introduced themselves, 
handed out program 
schedules and rapped about 
what the Youth Center was 
all about and at the same 
time we tried to get at the 
heart of what was causing the 
vinlpnrp A ProUD of b0VS 


and so the staff organized a 
football game on the spot. 
While the youths and staff 
carried on a touch football 
game, another staff tried to 
organize the parents. The 
parents were offered the 
Center for a meeting place 
and we encouraged them to 
start a parents’ group. 

The Youth Center followed 
up with five more out-reach 
activities with the kids in the 
area and scheduled other ac¬ 
tivities. As the Youth Center 
“reach-out,” the problem 
youths responded by joining 
the Youth Center’s program, 
which gave them alternatives 
to fighting among them¬ 
selves. 

In conjunction the parents 
were instigated into organiz¬ 
ing a community council 
which serves as a rap group 
and a community organiza¬ 
tion. They decided to meet 
once a month to air their 
grievances. 

Immediately following the 
Out-Reach programs start, 
reports of incidents with 
police lessened, youths and 
parents started responding 
towards each other with a 
positive and peaceful at¬ 
titude.

SIMPLEST ALTERATION OF CURVED SEAMS 
A princess seam jacket or dress is one of the most 
wearable of all styling. The gentle curves are slimming 
and comfortable; the shaped seams particularly good 
for a jacket as they avoid the bulkiness of a boxy blazer. 

The unlined jacket illustrated as worn by Mario 
Thomas is from Mario’s Comer for McCall’s. The pat¬ 
tern includes an A-line skirt in two lengths and pants. 

Though you purchase a pattern according to bust 
size, you may not have quite the build of the standard 
pattern and may need to raise or lower the bustline. 
Take the alteration in simple steps. First, place a tape 
measure at the center of your shoulder and measure to 
the apex of the bust. Measure the pattern of the side 
front section from the shoulder to the seam line at the 
fullest part of the curve. Compare these two measure¬ 
ments and note the difference. 

If your bustline is lower than 
that of the pattern, let’s say an 
inch and a half, measure an inch 
and a half from the top notch of the 
curve and place an ink line. Now, 
place white shelf paper under the 
pattern and trace along the cut¬ 
ting line of the pattern between the 
two notches of the curved bustline. 

Include both notches. 

Move tracing down, so that 
the top notch of the tracing is op¬ 
posite to the inked mark you made 
on the pattern. The lower notch 
should be at the cutting line of the 
pattern. Tape tracing paper to pat¬ 
tern and blend new line to the 
pattern if necessary. _ 

Make a corresponding change on the matching front 
pattern piece. Trim tracing paper in order to have a 
good cutting line. Then pin the two front sections to¬ 
gether and check the pattern against your figure. 

To accommodate bust fullness that is higher than the 
standard pattern, mark the amount of change on the 
pattern above the top notch of bust curve. Follow the 
same procedure as described for the person with the 
lower bustline, only this time raising the tracing 
paper. Draw blending lines.
